Rules 

The basic obiective of the robot vvar is to immobilize your opponent, or push him out of 
the ring. Some prohibitions: NO PRO/ECTILESI, no flames or explosives and nothing 
that vvill permanently damage the ring. In other vvords, if you are going to pour SuperGlue 
on the ring to get your opponent stuck, you better be able to clean it up. 


Depending on the number of entries, vve may have tvvo vveight classes, the smaller class 
vvill be limited to 20 cm (7-7/8 inches) by 20 cm (7-7/8 inches) and 3 kg (6 Ib. 9 oz). The 
upper vveight limit vvill be unlimited in size and vveight. VVell, don”t bring in a six foot 
monster, but anything under 5 kg (11 Ib.) and 91.5cm (3 ft) on a side should be fine. 


Ring Description 

As at CopperCon the small ring vvill be 154 cm (5 foot) in diameter vvith a ring of around 5 
cm (1.98 inches). For the larger ring, it vvill be 250cm (8 foot 2-1/2 inches) vvith a ring or 
5cm (1.98 inches). If vve need a bigger one, vve can alvvays dravv chalk circles on the 
ground. The starting points in each ring vvill be marked vvith lines and the robots starting 
behind those lines, vvith the obyective being to push your opponent (or part of him) out of 
the painted section of the ring. 


Strategy 

The current theories for immobilizing your opponent involve severing vvires, flipping him 
over, or fust ramming him repeatedly until he is out of the ring. Harpoons (profectiles 
attached to the robot by rope) have been mentioned, but 1 haven”t seen any yet. 


Construction 

İn general you shouldn”t have to spend a lot of money getting a robot together. You can use 
the engine and frame for a radio controlled car. Additionally, a vvire guided remote vehicle 
can be purchased from Target or Kmart for as little as 40 dollars. For vveaponry, the tvvo 
from last 

CopperCon took about 10 dollars and about a day to build. As this competition is yust 
starting, 1 doubt you vvill be up against any massive machines of destruction. Still, a fun 
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time vvill be had by all, if CopperCon is anything to fudge by. 


The most important thing to remember vvhen running your robot is that you can never have 
enough povver. Make sure you have fresh batteries in the robot at the start of the match. 
You might also vvant to have a spare set in to replace them during the matches.

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From Phoenix: Take 1-10 south to exit 194 (you”İl see several exit signs for 
Casa Grande, but vvait for this exit). Novv follovv the directions marked “Then...” 
belovv. 

From Tucson: Take 1-10 north to exit 194 (you”İl see several exit signs for Casa 
Grande, but vvait for this exit) Novv follovv the directions marked “Then...” 
belovv. 

From San Diego/Yuma: Take 1:8 east to 1-10. Then take 1-10 north to exit 194 
(you”İl see several exit signs for Casa Grande, but vvait for this exit). Novv follovv 
the directions marked “Then...” belovv. 

Then... Turn vvest onto Florence Bivd. After traveling for about three miles, 
you”li have passed through most of Casa Grande. The road vvill automatically 
become the Gila Bend Highvvay (AZ 84). Continue vvest for another four miles 
and you”İl see the tovver on the north side of the road. (Barring povver failures, 
you should be able to see the lights after dark.) 

The route purposefuliy takes you through Casa Grande so you can see the 
restaurants, banks and other area businesses. VVatch the speed limit - it changes a 
couple of times through tovvn and (small tovvn) police patrol it. 
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
